He has already written several 
books, on psychology and philoso- | 
phy, a history of the Nazis in Ger- 
many, and a critical study of poet- 
ry. He is a professor of social psy- 
chology at the University of San- 
tiago, and holds degrees from that | 
university, as well as from French | 
and German seats of learning. 

The story of the period he spent 
in Germany makes interesting 
reading, for he was one of a party 
of seven South American students 
who were expelled from Germany 
in 1936, after being maltreated by 
the Gestapo and German students. 

A speech he delivered against the 
Nazis and Fascists had precipitated 
student riots between the South 
Americans and Germans, “It was a 
Great fight.” Dr. Diaz-Casanueva 
recalls. It resulted in the arrest 
and expulsion of the South Am- 
erican group by the Gestapo. Some 
of the group were sent to Belgium, 
but he was sent to Czechoslovakia. 


SAW BOOKS BURNED 
He witnessed the burning of| 


| books in Berlin by the Nazis, but’

Production Must Go On 


To incite a strike in a war industry 
which is operated by the Government of 
the United States is now an offence punish- 
able by fine and imprisonment, and ‘war 
industry” for the purposes of the legisla- 
tion includes industries supplying ma- 
terials necessary to war production— 
such as coal.

Ward or Citizen? 


A decision was handed down in a Mont- 
real court to the effect that Canadian 
Indians are subject to the mobilization 
law, and must when summoned report for 
compulsory military training. Unless the 
ruling applies only to Indians of the 
Iroquois tribe located at Caughnawaga, 
this raises the question of the liability of 
Indians in the other provinces and the 
decision is likely to find its way up to the 
Supreme Court. 

If this ruling is sound and applies gen- 
erally, it sweeps away the general assump- 
tion that Indians stand in a peculiar 
relation to the Dominion, being governed 
by treaties rather than by the common 
law. There are other considerations than 
compulsory military service involved. 
Supposing the decision to be valid, what 
becomes of the statutory disqualification 
of Indians as voters? And what about the 
requirement that they must live on re- 
serves, instead of where they please as 
others do? ; 

It can hardly be held that an Indian 
must fight but cannot vote, must live on 
a reserve, may not buy liquor, cannot buy 
and sell property without the consent of 
a supervising official. Morally he must 
be rated either as a ward of the Govern- 
ment or as a full-rank citizen. He can- 
not be both at one and the same time. 

The Montreal ruling therefore seems 
to raise the whole question of the status 
of the Indian, and to require either a 
change in the mobilization law or 
changes in all statutes which treat him as 
being a “ward”.

School Buildings 


The city council has revised the build- 
ing bylaw 80 as to permit the public school 
board to erect a two-story frame and 
stucco school in the Forest Heights area. 
The building is to be planned so that it 
can be enlarged to accommodate six rooms 
when these are required. 

The times are “out of joint” of course, 
and it may be a case of putting up what- 
ever kind of building available materials 
make possible. As an expedient to meet 
immediate needs in difficult circum- 
stances, not much fault can be found with 
this departure from the accepted type of 
school building. But the suggestion that 
it may in future be enlarged to a six- 
room structure implies that the building 
is to be permanent. 

That is something different, and more 
open to objection. Is this the type of build- 
ings to be erected in future in what is 
called the “outer zone”? If not, the Forest 
Heights people have reason to object that 
they should not be denied equal treatment 
with the residents of other localities. But 
if this is to be the common “outer zone” 
type in future, there is involved a definite 
break with the long-standing rule that 
permanent school buildings should be built 
of brick and made as fire-proof as 
possible. 

The taxpayers are not likely to look 
with approval on such a change. They 
have willingly supplied whatever money 
was needed to make Edmonton's schools 
as sufe as they could be made-—and that 
has taken a lot of money more than the 
cost of frame buildings would have been. 
There is no reason to suppose they are not 
willing to go on paying for this better class 
of building, wherever located. 

The building to be put up in Forest 
Heights should not be made permanent; 
and should not be copied in other “outer 
zone” areas unleas under the same press- 
ing circumstances as now exist.

that area. Mines, power stations, blas 
furnaces, steel works and fabricating 
plants were packed in the Ruhr valley as 
thickly as industrial concerns in a Cana- 
dian city. 

One of the unpleasant surprises of the 
war has been the seemingly endless num- 
bers of tanks, planes and guns which the 
Nazi forces have been able to bring into 
action on any front, and the speed with 
which tremendous losses of these tools 
were made up. At the end of three and a 
half years of almost inconceivable destruc- 
tion, there is no certainty that the enemy 
is yet running short of any of these vital 
types of equipment. 

The massed industries in the Ruhr 
region explain why. From that, more than 
from any other area, have come the ma- 
terials from which these things are made, 
and many of the finished weapons as well. 
In blowing Ruhr plants to pieces the Allied 
airmen are playing havoc in Hitler's chief 
arsenal. There is no area of the size in 
any Allied country which compares with it 
in the gross output of war equipment and 
the materials out of which such equipment 
is made.

A 
breach there could be particularly danger- 
ous to the enemy. Bryansk would be liable 
to out-flanking, and Smolensk in danger of 
a pincer attack. To the north at Velikie 
Luki the Red forces are a hundred miles 
west of Smolensk, a fact which the Nazis 
cannot afford to forget as they assess the 
consequences of a break-through their 
lines to the south of that key base.

British Life Becoming Austere 


|Trespassers on Victory 
Gardens Pay Heavy 
Fines

A letter which I received the 
other day from a friend in London, 
gives some notes on the austerity 
that rules in Britain today. 


Stainless steel cutlery and large- 
size knives and forks are to be only 
a memory for the duration, (I'm 
terribly pleased to know that at 
long last they have realized that 
those large forks are more suitable 
for the hand vf a giant. And after 
the war I hope they continue mak- 
ing the smaller forks for we people 
of five feet six inches tall who don't 
need miniature crowbars for forks. 

The British Standards Institution 
has announced that new knives 
must be made only of carbon steel 
and no longer than lunch size, 
while forks must be dessert size. 

They seem to have great respect 
for their Victory gardens, or allot- 
ments as they are called over there. 
A trespasser on an allotment is 
now subject to a fine of approxi- 
mately $200, even if no warning 
notices have been displayed. The 
government attaches great im- 
portance to the work of allotment 
holds, both because of the -food 
they produce and the transporta- 
tion that is saved by their efforts. 


No Briar Pipes 


Pipe smokers must now be satis- 
fied with something less than their 
favorite imported briar. Supplies of 
the wood have been cut off since 
the outbreak of war. Rhododendron 


and California laurel roots and Eng- 
lish cherrywood have been used as 
| substitutes. Smokers are willing to 
tolerate these for the duration but 
these substitutes do not give as 
good a smoke. 

| Edmonton isn’t alone in her onion 
shortage judging from this portion 
of the letter. Under the onion con- 
tro] issued May 27, the ministry of 
food becomes the sole buyer of 
} Onions in the principal production 
areas, In this way, the available 
supply will be evenly distributed to 
meet the demands of the services 
and of civilians in areas which are 
short. 

Little Orphan Annie of comic 
page fame isn’t the only one who 
has organized the children into 
Commandos. The book drive, 
which began at the end of May, has 
a target of five million books, of 
whoch 80 per cent is expected from 
the efforts of a quarter million 


London schvol children. These 
children are enrolled as Com- 
mandos, 


Each child wears a plastic badge, 
which is nonsalvageable, and re- 
ceive promotions according to the 
number of books collected—20 
books earning the rank of sergeant, 
50 captain, and so on up to 250 for 
field marshal. One London district 
already has two field marshals. 


Increased Working Hours 


To minimize the increasingly 
serious shortage of heavy cotton 
yarns for service clothes, 10,000 
cotton operatives in the Rochdale, 
Royston and Shaw districts have 
| been on the job 45 minutes earlier 
sance the beginning of June, work- 
ing four and a half hours more a 
week. 


To supplement the egg ration, 
some London shops sell turkey and 
gull eggs, which are not rationed. 
The prices range from 20 cents 
each for gull eggs to $1.20 each 
for turkey eggs. 

The concluding item of my 
friend’s letter was rather subtle. 
She says that owing to the shortage 
of labor, the vicar of Slaley, 
Northumberland, is his own grave- 
digger. 


Battery Care 


One of the very worst enemies of 
long battery life is the continued 
use of a partially discharged bat- 
tery. Battery experts say that the 
generator charging rate should be 
high enough to recharge a dis- 
charged battery before damage 
occurs. 


During cold winter months par- 
ticularly a battery that is not fully 
charged is liable to damage from 
freezing, not to mention the fact 
that there is little capacity for 
difficult starts and emergencies 
until the state of full charge is 
reached. 


Owners who drive their vehicles 
only a few miles a day at low 
speeds having many stops tc make, 
or if their operation calls for the 
burning of lights, and having extra 
electrical equipment such as heat- 
ers, defrosters, and fans may ex- 
perience some trouble in keeping 
their batteries fully charged, unless 
a generator with a low cut in speed 
and a high current output is in- 
stalled. 

These battery experts pointed 
out that in a proper balanced elec- 
trical circuit in a car, the battery 
should not need recharging dur- 
ing its life.

There are weeks when one who 
vigorously practices journalism-—- 
which is said to be the profession 
of protest—just seems to naturally 
head into trouble. Quarrels, bitter 
and benign, pile up thick and fast. 
There are letters 
of censure, letters 
of argument, let- 
ters of vitriolic 
condemnation 
And no matter 
how exhilaracing 
this exchange 
may be to one 
who is obsessed 
with the notion 
that the stimula- 
tion of mental 
and _ emotional 
exercises is nis 
function on earth, there are mo 
ments when he feels like retiring 
into some dark corner, beating his 
breast, to repeat that oldest con- 
fession in the world: ° 


Mea culpa, mea culpa, mea maxime 
culpa. 

This has been one of those weeks. 

So I shuffle the week's corres- 
pondence to pick out for reply one 
letter that can be dealt with in 
amity and with a minimum of con- 
tention 

I find it in the enquiry of one 
who wants to know what I meant 
by saying, a couple of weeks ago, 
that in total war, like this one, 
everyone, invluding civilians, is a 
fair target for belligerent action. 

It is true that, in time of war, our 
spontaneous reactions seem to lead 
us to the belief that the death of a 
civilian is more tragic than that 
of a soldier. Whenever civilians 
are killed in an action, the outery 
of indignation is far greater than 
that provoked by the death of com- 
batants. From a technical stand- 
point, this conception is basically 
illogical. 


War Ethics 


For as far as the outcome of the 
struggle is concerned, the death of 
a retired grocer on the way to 
safety or in a shelter is of less im- 
portance than the death of an able- 
bodied seaman. But we fail to see 
it that way because we are always 
at least one war behind in our 
conception of warfare and war 
ethics. 

It is to be remembered that the 
methods of warfare have always 
been set by the aggressors. The 
toughest and most brutal of the 
enemias determines exactly what 
are the rules, and the opponent is 
forced to accept these methods if 
he wants to survive 

It was not so long ago that war 
was only a grimmer kind of sport 
Kings and nobles waged war, not 
because of high moral! principles 
but because it offered an opportun- 
ity for self-glorification and for 
avoiding the boredom of peace 

In those days, fewer people were 
involved. There are even known 
cases of knights who were so afraid 
the commoners would get more 
credit than themselves for bravery 
that they deliberately led their 
armies to disaster

number of actual combatants has 
remained small in proportion to 
the total populations involved in 
the conflict. The rule that the 
fighting and killing was to be done 
according to definite rules and on- 
| ventions was imposed less for moral 
| purposes, than to keep the rest of 
the people as mere spectators and 
unqualified to partake of the sport 
or share in the glory. 

In very recent times, the conven- 
tions of warfare have been imposed 
for moral and humanitarion rea- 
sons. This, however, is something 
very new. 


Everyone Affected 


But, comparatively, it is not very 
long since war was only a sport 
for the military class, so much so 
that social and commercial inter- 
course between the common people 
of warring nations was the rule 
rather than the exception. 

All that has changed. Our mod- 
ern wars differ from earlier wars in 
nature as well as in intensity. To- 
day, everybody is involved. Every- 
body's life is affected. Whenever 
this process goes a step further, 
humanity is stricken with a new 
sense of horror. But it is a horror 
that we must face because it is in- 
escapable. The more we “advance” 
in warfare, the more the sporting 
side of it—the chivalrous attitude 
which implies that both contestants 
should enjoy equal chances—moves 
towards complete disappearance. 

It is this factor which is most 
difficult for British people to ac- 
cept, 

We will never win the war nor 
win the peace against a vicious and 
depraved adversary until we realize 
that war is no longer a sport and 
that the ruies of sport do not apply 
to it. 

It seems to be that it is particu- 
larly important to remember this 
as we stand on the verge of com- 
ing to personal grips with the en- 
emy on the continent of Europe. 


Propaganda 

If, however, the time has come 
for us to drastically overhaul our 
time-honored views of war, the 
German: have also revised their no- 
tions of the right kind of propa 
ganda to feed their people. 


Inside reports show that Nazi 
propaganda for domestic consump- 
tion has suddenly changed direction 
—and changed sharply. German 
government officials are now speak- 
ing boldly and bluntly to the peo- 
ple, with the idea of shocking them 
into a realization of the rigors that 
lie ahead, and to make them work 
and fight for their lives. 

This week the Nazi gualeiter at 
Hamburg made a speech warning 
his audience that there is a tradi- 
tional weakness in the German 
character, which sometimes fails at 
the final punch—a lack of perse- 
verance necessary to carry a dog- 
ged fight to a successful conelu- 
sion, 

Goebbels also made a speech this 
week in the same vein. 

This indicates two things; that 
the German authorities are begin- 
ning to taste desperation and— 
which is more important—that the 
military classes and not the Nazi 
party leaders are now dictating the 
propaganda policy of the Reich. 

Blunt and realistic expression has 
always been typical of the Prussian 


political palaver and _ oratorical 
promises of the Nazi leader. 
Another significant point, is the 
same connection, is that Nazi party 
leaders have published a number 
of new laws calculated to defend 
the party against attack and asper-

For it is one of the profundities 
of world relations, as it is one of 
the profundities of religion, that 
human frailties constitute a very 
powerful bond between men. 


His Trip 

Mr. Willkie flew around the 
world, crossing the equator twice, 
in a period of 49 days. He travelled 
a distance of 31,000 miles. He 
landed in 14 countries and talked, 
tor the 30 days he spent on the 
ground, with the leaders and states- 
men and soldiers who, at present, 
carry the immediate fate of the 
world on their shoulders. 

His conclusions, briefly, 
these: 

That modern transportation has 
so constricted the world that the

nations have suddenly been thrown | 


virtually into one another's laps 
and have all become close neigh- 
bors, absolutely interdependent. 

That if civilization is to survive 
and not be wiped out in a recurrent 
series of wars, the nations will have 
.to learn how to get along wih each 
other. 

That the only wag the nations 
can ever get along with each other, 
is by the extension to every one of 
them of the principles of freedom, 
justice and equality. 

That because peace treaties can 
formulate no gains that have not 
previously been won on the battle- 
field, the principles of our new 
international relations must be 
formulated while the war is going 
on and long before we gather at 
the peace table. 

With these general conclusions

democracy. 

One may doubt, very seriously, 
the profundity of his acquaintance- 
ship with the civilizations and wass 
and life which he contrasts unfav- 
orably with his own. One may not 
agree entirely with his almost 
messianic conception of his pilgrim- 
age. Sanitation and literacy may, 
after all, not be the most vital 
things in life. He has doubtless 
overlooked the many religious im- 
plications of world unity. 

With some of these things | 
should like to have more to say in 
this space about Mr. Wilikie’s book. 

But his genéral conclusions are 
overwhelming. Justice and freedom 
| cannot be reserved for a privileged 
few. There are no remote and un- 
important places left in the world.

No Intention of Coddling 
Germans When War Is 


Over 
By RAYMOND CLAPPER 


LONDON.—The mood in Eng- 
land appdars to be moving in favor 
of a hard peace, following up the 
“unconditional surrender” stipu- 
lated at Casablanca. The best in- 
dication of that is the action of 
the Labor Party conference in 
adopting strong resolutions which 
in effect hold the 
majority of the 
German people 
responsible for 
allowing the 
Nazis to gain and 


hold power.

Some of the more thoughtful 
people of influence here are con- 
vinced that the problem of the so- 
called re-education of Germany 
will be a most trying one for the 
democracies. In the first place, 
some of the Nazis’ neighbors, such 
as Czecho-Slovakia, Poland and the 
Netherlands, have old scores to pay 
off and do not want too much 
interference from the big powers 
in going about it. They consider 
themselves as having first claim. 
In other words, they are not par- 
ticularly pleased over the prospect 
of large squads of American mili- 
tary administrators, trained in the 
army's Charlottesville school, tak- 
ing over on the continent. You 
hear some of them say that this is 
a business that Americans can 
never understand, and that it had 


better be left to the Europeans 

Furthermore, the question of 
what is to be taught in the German 
schools is a matter of practical 
difficulty. Obviously it is not de- 
sirable that the oncoming genera- 
tion of Germans should use Nazi 
textbooks written by our side, we 
cannot make them believe such 
books. We might force our own 
version of 20th century history on 
them, but they will reject it even 
while the teacher is reading the 
lesson and remarking with a sneer, 
“That's what the book says”. Such 
attempted forcible ‘education is un- 
thinkable. 

One suggection that is meeting 
favor here is that Swiss textbooks 
be used. Switzerland has been 
neutral for many years. Her text- 
books in German would be usable 
now without problems of translat- 
ing.

their own country. They 
persuade themselves daily that 
they are justified in what they are 
doing. 
DEMOCRATIC PRINCIPLE 

The Allies, on the other hand— 
with the exception of Russia, who 
has been more realistic about such 
matters—have always been proud 
of the democratic principle and 
have not until the last few years 
thought it necessary to mobilize

U.S. Isolationism 
‘Taboo’ After War 


NEW YORK, June 28—(AP)— 
Three United States business lead- 
ers envisioned in a broadcast sym- 
posium Saturday night a post-war 
world in which the United States 
would abandon isolationism. 

They were Thomas W. Lamont, 
board chairman of J. P. Morgan 
& Co,; Eric A. Johnston, president 
of the U. S. Chamber of Commerce, 
and Thomas J. Watson, president of 
International Business Ma- 
chines company. 

Lamont said: “Never shall we 
Americans dare to be isolationists 
again. Powerful as America may 
be she can never by her own 
force alone insure herself against 
war.” 

Johnston said he was not at all 
afraid of any “Destructive compe- 
tition from foreign countries” be- 
cause “American Jabor has becn 
able to produce more than any 
other country in the world and 
American industry is the master 
of low-cost production.” 

Watson said: “As time goes on, 
we shall need to import heavily in 
minerals unobtainable here . i 
our purchases will enable other 
countries to raise their own stand- 
ards of living and buy more of our 
products.”

This quite clearly indicates 
that the party is being attacked 
within the country—obviously by 
the military elements. This may be 
the fatal rift for Germany—the split 
between the militarists and the 
Nazis. Possibly Germany could sur- 
vive months of heavy bombing. She 
could not long survive active an- 
tagonism between the army and 
the Nazis. 


French Accord 


But if the Germans, with their 
pathological passion for order and 
concord, are in danger of dissolu- 
tion through dissension, the same 
is not entirely true of the French. 


The Allied world has been deeply 
anxious about the failure of de 
Gaulle and Giraud to come to com- 
plete agreement in Algiers, Indeed, 
impatience with these gentlemen 
reached such a height this week 
that it was seriously suggested that 
they be thrown out of the French 
picture entirely while a commissioa 
of the United Nations take over all 
French colonial territory in trust 
until the end of the war. 


What the critics have been un- 
able to see, apparently, is that the 
scene in Algiers has been nothing 
but a miniature replica of all 
French government since the final 
fall of the empire. 


As I suggested a few wecks ago, 
de Gaulle and Giraud cannot poss- 
ibly get together permanently on 
fundamentals because they repre- 
sent two'of those many hopelessly 
divergent viewpoints that have 
plagued French politics for the past 
century. 

If all the statesmen of all the 
French parties could not give 
France concord in a hundred years, 
what can be expected of two be- 
devilled political amateurs in a 
week or 80? 

The only thing that can unite 
France and all its multiplicity of 
political opinions is some powerful 
unifying force whose origin and au- 
thority transcend politics. 


If France, for instance, could/ 
secure a king whom all parties 
would respect, her troubles might 
be alleviated and her factions 
reconciled. 

That solution, of course, depends 
entirely upon the man. 


Spain’s King 

Some such thought appears to 
have-occurred also to the Spaniards 
who this week were throwing out 
hints that the party of General | 
Franco might be prepared to re-| 
store the monarchy. } 

Here, again, the success of the 
experiment would depend upon the 
qualities and calibre of the monarch 
chosen. 

Unfortunately, Spain hasn't a 
much happier choice in this matter 
than France. For if French royalty 
has rusted in exile, as royalty al- 
ways does, the sons of Alfonso XIII 
have little to commend them. They 
may, of course, have mellowed in 
obscurity. But when one remem- 
bers that sixteen years ago they 
were banned from Paris because 
they raised so many scandals there, 
the situation doesn’t offer even the 
most ardent royalist much hope. 


Servicemen 


| 

There is a movement on foot in | 
Edmonton to persuade more motor- 
ists to give more lifts to more men 
and women in uniform. While I 
have not observed it myself, I am 
told those Edmonton folk who are 
fortunate enough to be driving cars 
in these times, have grown un- 
accountable lax of late in this duty 
to those who hold the security of 
our country and our homes in their 
hands. 

Now it is, perhaps, not in itself 
a highly vital thing that sailors and 
soldiers and airmen be invited to 
ride in motor cars. Except in rare 
circumstances, their essential well- 
neing does not depend upon casual 

Ss. 

What I mean to say is this: that 
failure to extend this courtesy is a 
far less serious thing for the mem- 
bers of the armed forces than it is 
for the motorists themselves, be- 
cause the observance of this one 
little rite is symbolic of the entire 
public attitude towards the war. 

There are several ways of re- 
garding the war. One may think of 
it as a nuisance and an imposition 
to be ended as quickly as possible 
because it makes life awkward and 
restricted. One may think of it as 
an opportunity to make more 
money or gain advancement or 
better one’s position. Or one may 
think of it as an intimate and per- 
sonal thing that must be won for 
the sake of humanity. 

It seems to ‘me that only when 
we all regard it from the latter 
viewpoint is it possible to put out 
full weight behind ‘the fight for 
victory. 

And that viewpoint, of course, is 
reflected in our attitude towards 
those who are fighting the war for 
us. 

If we regard the war as a re- 
mote, impersonal thing, we will 
look upon those who are fighting it 
for us as only our hired men—and 
women. We will regard them as 
doing a job for pay, and, naturally, 
we .will not be particular whether 
we entertain them in our homes, 
supply them with amusements, 
give them comforts, and pick them 
up in our cars, 


Your War 


You can almost lay a bet on it 
that the person who neglects to 
open his or her home to members 
of the armed forces or fils to offer 
men or women in uniform a lift in 
the family car is a person who 
doesn't take the war very seriously 
or regards it as something that has 
no persona! or intimate application 
to himself. 

For if you are in the frame of 
mind in which wars are won, you 
could no more pass up a group of 
servicemen or women than you 
could pass up your own son or 
daughter. 

You could do it in Germany, of 
course, because there the soldier 
fights for the state. He lays down 
his life for some mythical entity 
that has precious little connection 
with the individual, 

But in this country, he offers his 
life, not for the state, but for you. 
It is your war because every one of 


are your personal representatives

in the fieid. Every one of them is 
holding the enemy from your door, 
protecting your investments, pro- 
viding security for your family, and 
saving your skin 

They are extensions of yourself. 

There is not much sense, I sup- 
pose, in urging people to open their 
homes to servicemen, to supply 
their needs or to pick them up on 


street corners unless they feel the) 


intimacy and closeness of the war 
very keenly. 

There is not much use in urging 
them to pay some cold and formal 
duty to these men and women so 
long as the latter appear to be 
Strangers. 

For they are not strangers. None 
of them. They are all part of our- 
selves. The Russian soldier dying 
for liberty on the steppes, the Chi- 
nese soldier resisting the brutal 
forces of Japan in some remote 
village of Cathay, those men of 26 
nationalities and languages suffer- 
ing and bleeding everywhere that 
freedom may not perish from the 
earth—these men, like our own 
boys in khaki and in blue on our 
own street corners, are not strang- 
ers at all, 

They are—you.

|. Troubles with the  sacro-iliac | 
| joint seem to be on the increase, | 
but I helive this is largely due to 
the fact that doctors are now bet- 
ter able to diagnose these cases. 
Fifty years ago, a sacro-iliac injury 
would probably have been called a 
backache, a case of lumbago, or 
sciatica. 

There are two sacro-iliac joints in| 


spine, and the left a little to the 
left of the spinal column. These are | 
formed by the meeting of the sac- 
rum with the two ilia; the sacrum 
being a triangular bone which is in 
the middle. The joints are sup- 
ported by a number of ligaments. 

Sometimes a severe wrenching or 
twisting movement sustained dur- 
ing a fall or during an attempt to 
lift a heavy object, will cause a 
slight slipping of one of the sacro- 
iliac joints. The patient experienc- 
ing this usitally describes it by say- 
ing his “back comes out.” If there 
is a real displacement, severe pain 
is produced, not outy by the joint 
injury but also by the injury to 
the surrounding soft tissues. 

Once a pain is produced it will be 
aggravated by certain movements, 
such as those of getting out of bed, 
rising from a chair, or climbing 


report that cold will intensify the 
ache. Considerable soreness may 
remain in and around the affected 
joint for some time afterward and 
the patient may find that the in- 
jured joint remains in a weakened | 
condition, which makes it easier | 
for further trouble to develop. | 

The discovery of how to correct 
these true sacro-liac slips by ad- 
justing them, was made by the| 
ostepaths who originated the ma-| 
{nipulative treatment which is fre-) 
quently successful in returning the | 
displaced parts to norinal. 

When there has been a history of | 


a sudden and severe pain in the! 
lower back following a fall or 
wrench, it is advisable to secure an} 
adjustment as soon as possible, be- 
fore the muscles become very sore. 

After the treatment it may be a 
good plan to have the treating doc- | 
tor strap up the back with adhesive | 
tape in order to supply the injured | 
area with plenty of support. The | 
pain of a sacro-iliac injury is best 
relieved by the use of heat. The 
hot Sitz bath is the finest kind of 
heat treatment I have found for) 
these cases, the patient sitting in 
the hot water for 15 to 20 minutes. | 
More relief will be secured if the) 
head is rested on the knees, the} 
knees being bent while the patient 
sits in the water and the upper part 
of the body being leaned forward. 
This position opens up the spaces | 
between the vertebrae and allows | 
the heat to penetrate to better ad-| 
vantage. | 

In taking the hot Sitz bath, at 
least 9 inches of hot water should 
be allowed to run into the ordinary 
bath tub and the patient then sits | 
in the warm water. Only the feet 
land hips should be immersed.) 
Fresh hot water should be allowed 
to run in occasionally in order to} 
keep the bath as hot as may be 
borne on the skin. 

When a patient has a history of | 
lrepeated sacro-iliac trouble, I find 
lit a good plan to check the length 
lof the legs. Often one leg is shorter 
than the other, as will be dis-| 
leovered either by comparing the | 
| legs with the patient lying down or| 
|by closely examining the patient 
|with the fluoroscope. When this 
difference in length eaists, the 
| wearing of a lift in the shoe may 
bring premanent relief by prevent-| 
ing the joint from slipping out 
again
